To better acquaint the people of Wayland with their Library, it is planned to 
issue, from time to time, a bulletin listing new books and giving an account of activi- 
ties, The Library functions reasonably well in supplying the new and popular books; the 
aim of the librarian is also to furnish people who have special interests with material 
that will be of practical help, An effort will be made to secure books on special sub= 
jects if there is any general demand for that information. The Trustees and the 
Librarian welcome any suggestions for services the Library could render and which it is 
not now offering. 


The Library and the Schools , Be 


An especial policy of the Library is to cooperate fully with the schools; this 
includes instruction in the use of the Library by each grade and by the High School 
pupils. Reference material required for: school work is furnished and books suitable for 
book reports are acquired for pupils needing them. Above all, it is hoped to make the 
Library such a pleasant place that young people of all ages will be influenced to form 
good reading habits. 


The Francis Shaw Room 


A new service has been provided Wayland residents by the opening, for community 
use, of the room on the lower floor of -the Library. This room, previously used as 
Civilian Defense headquarters, has been re-decorated, new lighting and heat installed and 
there will be facilities for serving of light refreshments, The Library Trustees have 
named the room in honor of a man who was for many years Chairman of the Board. His 
generdus contributions of time, books and money did much to make the Library what it is 
today. In memory of his service to the Wayland Library the room will be called the 
Francis Shaw Room. 


Rules for the Use of the Francis Shaw Room 
The Francis Shaw Room may be used by any Public or Civic organization, without 
charge except to cover extra expense caused to the Library. Light, heat and ordinary 


janitor service are provided. 


Without special arrangements, the use of the room is’ limited to the hours in 
which the Library is open for public use. 


Meetings should not interfere with the quiet demanded in a library building. 


Organizations desiring to continue meetings after the Library closing hour 
should make arrangements in advance and compensate the janitor as necessary. 


All applications for use of the room should be made to the Librarian, Miss 
Abbott, Phone ete 152. 


Matters of policy or interpretation of rules shall be referred to the Trustees. 

Any cancellations of arrangements for use of the room should be promptly re= 
ported to the Librarian.
